Newark is rapidly becoming 
the 


center of a network of interurban rail- 
roads in Central Ohio. The latest is 
the Newark, Mt. Vernon and Martins- 
burg Traction line, which is to be 
built at once, it is said. 


For some time .past a number of en 


ergetic business men of Newark, Mt. 
Vernon and Martinsburg have had the 
matter of the construction 
of this 


road 
under consideration, and it is 


believed that it will be one of the best 
paying roads entering Newark. 
The 


gentlemen at the head of the enter- 
prise have been in correspondence for 
some time with a reliable brokerage 
firm of New York, concerning the mat- 
ter, and about ten days agd, Dr. 3. F. 
Shrontz and F. E. Elliott of Martins- 
burg, in response to a telegram, went 
to New York and completed all the 
arrangements for the building of the 
road with the brokers to the minutest 
detail, including the financing of the 
road, issuing of the bonds, awarding 
of the contracts, etc. 


The new road is to be known as the 


Newark, Martinsburg and Mt. Vernon 
Traction Line. It has already been in- 
corporated with the following incor- 
porators, Messrs. E. H. Everett, Ed- 
ward Kibler, John A. Chilcote of New- 
ark, and Dr. J. F. Shrontz and F. E.

One of Pala's lead- 
ers deserted and took refuge in the 
British settlement at Lahad. Pala, 
discovering his whereabouts, landed 
with a following and demanded of the 
British magistrate that he turn the 
deserter over to him. The demand 
was not complied with and Pala or- 
dered a massacre.

sons, including several British, were 
killed 
Pala escaped to the island of 


lolo and organized

Rev. Thomas L. Kiernan, pastor of 


the Plymouth Congregational 
church, 


delivered a powerful sermon Sunday 
evening from his pulpit on the subject. 
"The Mission of the Daily Paper." The 
speaker to/>k a .broad mined view of 
his subject and his thoughts showed 
•that he had carefully£,4tndied and con- 
sidered every pha^e of the topic before 
presenting it to his hearers. 


He took for his text, Daniel 12:1: 


"Many shall run to and fro, and knowl- 
edge shall be increased." This was 
chosen by Rev. Mr. Kiernan because 
he believer that the dailj paper is one 
of the great educators and that this is 
true because its readers are enabled to 
glean from its columns the happenings 
from all over the globe. 
He said in 


part: 


"In every city of any size, there are 


four great public factors. These four, 
not named in the order of their import- 
ance, are: The public schools, the pub- 
lic schools, f™e 
public library, 
the 


church and the daily paper. The pub- 
lic schools prepare the multitudes fgr 
a greater and higher education which 
they are to gain iafer in life. The pub- 
lic library and churches with the press 
of thhe world, complete this education. 
The Church of God is not an educator 
except indirectly. 


"That the daily paper has a great in- 


fluence is not doubted for an instant. 
It attained this influence gradually hut 
surely. Printing was invented in the 
fiftppnth century, hut not 
until four 


hundred years later 
did the public 


prpss become a great public factor. 
This resulted from the wonderful ad- 
vancement which the world has made 
since the discovery of printing. The 
railroads, the telegraph, the cable and 
the telephone, all of which came into 
general use after 1830, are perhaps, 
the greatest factors in the advance- 
ment of the press. 


"It is also one of the great factors in 


the Nation's life. 
It is gre^at in influ- 


ence because of the condition of intel- 
ligence which goes to make up the op- 
erating force 
of the paper. 
It is n 


mark of intelligence that 
there are 


millions in this country who read the 


papers every day. It is read by nearly 
every one in nearly Bvery family. 


"In a kindly way, I want tq^criticise 


some of the points in connection with 
the daily 
paper. 
There 
are 
some 


things of which the editor does not al- 
ways think. One weakness is the.-jwre- 
less manner in which he selects tflfe 
matter to be published*. All the mem- 
bers of our family should not see ev- 
erything in the columns of our even- 
ing paper. In presenting-Jhe news, the 
events are pictured vividfy. 


"The average daily paper in the mat- 


ter of crime, is decidedly sensational. 
All this has its influence on the minds 
of the younger readers and in most 
cases it is not for good. A great d<>al 
of the crime in this country vresults 
from the 
publication 
of 
stories of 


crime. 
Persons interested 
have no- 


ticed that any distinct kind of-etjme >s 
followed by numerous crimes of 
like 


character from various parts of the 
country resulting from the publication 
of such stories. 


"Another thing I would change. This 


is an age for advertising. 
I believe in 


advertising, and believe that the rea- 
son that some churches are lukewarm 
is because they do not advertise. 


"However, I believe that the papeis 


could control the advertising so thp 
contents of the advertisements could 
be relied upon when read by their sub- 
scribers. In keeping account of the ad- 
vertising of several mechants, I notice 
that they are almost continually 'soil- 
ing under cost.' Where do they get 
thfir merchandise if this is thp o.a<;p? 


"The daily press should be utilized 


for the Kingdom of God. Evangelism 
and Journalism would be a great pow- 
er for good. All the greater intellects 
are of Christian tendencies. Why not 
Journalism? The paper should be ded 
icated to the spread of the Christian 
Truth and Righteousness. We don't 
need any Christian paper when we can 
utilize the daily papers at our disposal. 


"How can we win the newspapers 


over for church work? Don't antagon- 
ize them, but co-operate 
with them. 


W!hy blame the 
Great Press of our 


country because there happens to be 
one Yellow Journal among them? 


^ "Christianity should put herself out 


that she might harness this wonderfu. 
power for good. We often forget man\ 
classes in the comfort of our own lives 
Who of ous ever prays for the cclitoi 
or the reporters or any of the 'men con 
nected with the production of the daily 
paper? They have something we need 
We have something they need. Lot us 
go hand in hand in our work. 


"All I could ask is, let the pulpit and 


the press ally themselves closely and 
accomplish great good in the world 
The two combined, by speaking 
am. 


writing, could create a moral influence 
that would idown all the evils in the 
land. 


"There is one wedding that I would 


like to see take place. That is between 
the Pulpit and the Press. After they 
had been wedded I could say fervently 
'what God has joined together, let no 
man put asunder,' and in the distance 
I could see approaching Universal Sal 
vation."

ation at Chicago. 


Chicago, May 15.—A wholesale ex- 


posure of the extent and methods of 
professional "slugging" is expected 
by the police to be the result of the 
revelations connected with the mur- 
der of Charles J. Carlstrom, a wagon 
worker, for which eight men are now 
under arrest. 
Following the confes. 


sion of Business Agent Charles Casey 
and Secretary Henry J. Newman of 
Carriage and Wagon Workers' Local 
Union No. 4, Charles Gilhooley, al 
leged leader of the men who beat 
Carlstrom, broke down and told his 
part in that and other deeds of a sim- 
ilar nature. From his admissions the 
police gleaned clews which set them 
to 
work 
investigating 
"slugging" 


plots in other industrieswhere strikes 
have been in progress. 
The police 


secured the names of 14 persons who 
have been assaulted or intimidated 
by gangs of hired "sluggers" working 
for striking unions. 


Another death was added to the 


list of strike victims. In a contro- 
versy arising out of the strike be 
tween John Cahill and two compan 
Ions with James Jennings, colored, tho 
latter was shot in the head and killed. 
Cahill, who did the shooting and who 
is under arrest, declares 
that he 


killed the negro in self-defense. 


The Chicago Joint Liverymen's as- 


sociation has become involved in the 
trouble, and a strike of the 2,000 driv- 
ers employed by this organization is 
imminent. The trouble was brought 
about by the union carriage drivers 
refusing to carry patrons of the asso- 
ciation to the strikebound department 
stores. 


The strike may yet be adjusted sat- 


isfactorily. 
After receiving the an- 


nouncement of the teamsters' joint 
council refusing to obey the ultima- 
tum of the team-owners' association, 
a meeting of the latter organization 
was held and it was decided to give 
the teamsters until Tuesday to con- 
sider 
the 
proposition. 
Information 


which the team owners say they re- 
ceived, that the teamsters' joint coun- 
cil was not a unit in its determination 
to fight the owners, was given by the 
owners as the reason for the post- 
ponement of the enforcement of the 
ultimatum until Tuesday. 
That the 


decision of the teamsters will be re- 
considered was evidenced when a call 
was sent out for another meeting of 
the teamsters' joint council for to- 
night. In addition to this meeting of 
the officials of the teamsters' union 
another call was issued for a meeting 
On Tuesday of the executive commit- 
tee of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters. 
This committee is the 


controlling body of the teamsters' or- 
;anization, and it is this body of offi- 
cials that orders or has the final word 
n the settlement of a strike of their 
members.

Favors Clastic Railroad Rates. 


Washington, May 15.—The conclu- 


sions adopted by the International 
Railway congress, which closed its 
seventh session here, have been offi- 
cially announced. 
The most interest- 


ing of the conclusions related to rail- 
road rates, on which, after prolonged 
discussion in which every country in 
which railways 'are operated was rep- 
resented, the congress 
unanimously 


expressed its conclusions as follows: 
"Tariffs should be based on commer- 
cial principles, taking into account 
the 
special 
conditions which bear 


upon the commercial value of the ser- 
vices rendered. With the reservation 
that rates shall be charged without 
arbitrary discrimination to all ship- 
pers alike under like conditions, ike 
making of rates should as far as pos- 
sible have all the elasticity necessary
